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§67.5

Secretary means the Secretary of
Transportation.

State means a State of the United
States or a political subdivision there-
of, Guam, Puerto Rico, the Virgin Is-
lands, American Samoa, the District of
Columbia, the Northern Mariana Is-
lands, and any other territory or pos-
session of the United States.

Superstructure means the main deck
and any other structural part above
the main deck.

United States, when used in a geo-
graphic sense means the States of the
United States, Guam, Puerto Rico, the
Virgin Islands, American Samoa, the
District of Columbia, the Northern
Mariana Islands, and any other terri-
tory or possession of the United States,
except that for purposes of §67.19(d)(3)
trust territories are not considered to
be part of the United States.

Vessel includes every description of
watercraft or other contrivance capa-
ble of being used as a means of trans-
portation on water, but does not in-
clude aircraft.

Wrecked vessel, under the provisions
of 46 U.S.C. app. 14, means a vessel
which:

(1) Has incurred substantial damage
to its hull or superstructure as a result
of natural or accidental causes which
occurred in the United States or its ad-
jacent waters; and

(2) Has undergone, in a shipyard in
the United States or its possessions, re-
pairs equaling three times the ap-
praised salved value of the vessel.

8§67.5 Vessels eligible for documenta-
tion.

Any vessel of at least five net tons
wholly owned by a citizen or citizens of
the United States is eligible for docu-
mentation under this part. This in-
cludes, but is not limited to, vessels
used exclusively for recreational pur-
poses and vessels used in foreign trade.
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8§67.7 Vessels requiring documenta-
tion.

Any vessel of at least five net tons
which engages in the fisheries on the
navigable waters of the United States
or in the Exclusive Economic Zone,
Great Lakes trade, or coastwise trade,
unless exempt under §67.9(c), must
have a Certificate of Documentation
bearing a valid endorsement appro-
priate for the activity in which en-
gaged.

§67.9 Vessels excluded from or exempt
from documentation.

(a) A vessel of less than five net tons
is excluded from documentation.

(b) A vessel which does not operate
on the navigable waters of the United
States or in the fisheries in the Exclu-
sive Economic Zone is exempt from the
requirement to have a Certificate of
Documentation.

(c) A non-self-propelled vessel, quali-
fied to engage in the coastwise trade is
exempt from the requirement to be
documented with a coastwise endorse-
ment when engaged in coastwise trade:

(1) Within a harbor;

(2) On the rivers or lakes (except the
Great Lakes) of the United States; or

(3) On the internal waters or canals
of any State.

(d) A vessel exempt from the require-
ment to be documented by paragraph
(b) or (c) of this section may be docu-
mented at the option of the owner, pro-
vided it meets the other requirements
of this part.

§67.11 Restriction on transfer of an in-
terest in documented vessels to for-
eign persons; foreign registry or op-
eration.

(a) Unless approved by the Maritime
Administration—

(1) A documented vessel or a vessel
last documented under the laws of the
United States may not be placed under
foreign registry or operated under the
authority of a foreign country.

(2) A documented vessel or a vessel
last documented under the laws of the
United States owned by a citizen of the
United States as defined in section 2 of
the Shipping Act, 1916 (46 U.S.C. app.
802), may not be sold, mortgaged,
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leased, chartered, delivered, or other-
wise transferred to any person who is
not a citizen of the United States as
defined in section 2 of the Shipping
Act, 1916 (46 U.S.C. app. 802).

(b) The restrictions in paragraph
(a)(2) of this section do not apply to a
vessel that has been operated only as:

(1) A fishing vessel, fish processing
vessel, or fish tender vessel as defined
in 46 U.S.C. 2101;

(2) A recreational vessel; or

(3) Both.

NoOTE: For purposes of carrying out its re-
sponsibilities under the provisions of this
part only, the Coast Guard will deem a vessel
which has been documented exclusively with
a fishery or recreational endorsement or
both from the time it was first documented,
or for a period of not less than one year prior
to foreign transfer or registry, to qualify for
the exemption granted in paragraph (b) of
this section.

§67.12 Right of appeal.

Any person directly affected by a de-
cision or action taken under this part
by or on behalf of the Coast Guard may
appeal therefrom in accordance with
subpart 1.03 of this chapter.

§67.13 Incorporation by reference.

(a) Certain material is incorporated
by reference into this part with the ap-
proval of the Director of the Federal
Register under 5 U.S.C. 552(a) and 1
CFR part 51. To enforce any edition
other than that specified in paragraph
(b) of this section, the Coast Guard
must publish notice of change in the
FEDERAL REGISTER and the material
must be available to the public. All ap-
proved material may be inspected at
the Office of the Federal Register, 800
North Capitol Street, NW., suite 700,
Washington, DC and at the U.S. Coast
Guard, National Vessel Documentation
Center, 2039 Stonewall Jackson Drive,
Falling Waters, WV 25419 and is avail-
able from the source indicated in para-
graph (b) of this section.

§67.14 OMB control numbers assigned
pursuant to the Paperwork Reduc-
tion Act.

(a) Purpose. This section collects and
displays the control numbers assigned
to information collection and record-
keeping requirements in this sub-
chapter by the Office of Management
and Budget (OMB) pursuant to the Pa-
perwork Reduction Act of 1980 (44
U.S.C. 3501 et seq.). The Coast Guard in-
tends that this section comply with the
requirements of 44 U.S.C. 3507(f) which
requires that agencies display a cur-
rent control number assigned by the
Director of the OMB for each approved
agency information collection require-
ment.

Subpart B—Forms of Documenta-
tion; Endorsements; Eligibility
of Vessel

§67.15 Form of document—all endorse-
ments.

(a) The form of document is a Certifi-
cate of Documentation, form CG-1270.

(b) Upon application in accordance
with subpart K of this part and deter-
mination of qualification by the Man-
ager, National Vessel Documentation
Center, a Certificate of Documentation
may be issued with a registry, coast-
wise, Great Lakes, fishery, or rec-
reational endorsement.

(c) A Certificate of Documentation
may bear simultaneous endorsements
for recreation and more than one trade,
including operation under 46 CFR part
68.

NOTE: Where a vessel possesses a Certifi-
cate of Documentation bearing more than
one endorsement, the actual use of the vessel
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
